Duncan  H.  McCallum  Wins  Morse  Flag 

Master's  Prize  Goes  to  Stuart  H.  Otis,  Jr. 


Governor  Dummer's  185th  Commence- 
ment exercises  closed  this  morning  with  an 
address  by  Dr.  Julius  Seelye  Bixler,  presi- 
dent of  Colby  College,  Waterville,  Maine. 
Mr.  James  Duncan  Phillips,  president  of  the 
Academy's  Board  of  Trustees,  handed  di- 
plomas to  74  members  of  the  graduating 
class,  and  Headmaster  Edward  W.  Eames,  in 
awarding  prizes  for  the  school  year,  announc- 
ed Stuart  Huntington  Otis,  Jr.  of  Lake 
Forest,  Illinois,  as  winner  of  the  Master's 
Prize. 

The  graduation  ceremonies  began  yester- 
day morning  with  the  presentation  of  the 
Morse  Flag,  highest  award  of  the  school 
year,  to  Duncan  Howard  McCallum  of  By- 
field.  To  receive  this  prize  a  boy  must  have 
made  a  record  which,  in  all  respects,  meets 
with  the  highest  approval  of  the  faculty. 

After  the  presentation  of  the  Morse  Flag, 
a  Glee  Club  concert  took  place  in  the  Lang 
Gymnasium  with  Mr.  Arthur  W..  Sager  of 
the  faculty  conducting.  A  buffet  luncheon 
was  then  served  on  the  lawn  in  front  of  the 
Mansion  House. 

In  the  afternoon  the  Governors'  varsity 
baseball  team  played  Deerfield  Academy  on 
Morse  Field.  Following  this  game  tea  was 
served  on  the  lawn  in  front  of  the  Mansion 
House. 

The  regular  Commencement  Dinner  took 
place  on  Friday  evening  under  a  large  tent 
on  Morse  Field.  Mr.  Marshall  B.  Dalton, 
treasurer  of  the  Academy  and  member  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  Massachusetts  In- 
stitute of  Technology,  presided  on  this  oc- 
casion, and  the  speakers  of  the  evening  were 
Dr.  William  E.  Park,  President  of  the  North- 
field  Schools,  and  the  Reverend  Vivian  T.

PRESENTED  BY  HEADMASTER 


At  the  graduation  exercises  this  morning 
Headmaster  Edward  W.  Eames  awarded 
prizes  to  those  students  who  had  achieved 
exceptional  records  in  various  departments 
of  school  life. 

Yesterday  the  Morse  Flag,  highest  award 
of  the  school  year,  was  presented  to  Duncan 
Howard  McCallum  of  Byfield.  This  prize  is 
donated  annually  by  the  Reverend  Glenn 
Tilley  Morse,  a  trustee  of  the  school.  It  con- 
sists of  the  American  flag  which  has  been 
flying  over  the  school  during  the  year. 

In  awarding  the  flag  this  year  Mr.  Eames 
commented:  "This  year  the  Morse  Flag  has 
been  awarded  by  overwhelming  vote  of  the 
faculty  to  Duncan  McCallum,  because  he  is 
an  outstanding  scholar,  because  he  is  an  all- 
round  boy,  but,  even  more,  because  of  his 
high  character,  his  thoughtfulness,  and  his 
regard  for  other  people.  To  Duncan  Mc-

The  Academy  has  recently  received  by  the 
will  of  the  late  Sumner  Robinson  a  sterling 
silver  tankard  made  by  Jeremiah  Dummer, 
famous  colonial  silversmith  and  father  of  the 
founder  of  the  Academy.  Mr.  Robinson  was 
the  grandfather  of  Oliver  Andrews  '35  and 
Sumner  Andrews  '38. 

The  tankard  is  stamped  1692  on  the 
handle  and  also  has  Jeremiah  Dummer's 
initials  in  two  places.  At  present  it  is  being 
cleaned  and  polished  at  Gebelein's.

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EDITORIAL 

One  of  the  most  important  considerations 
in  any  school  is  that  a  proper  balance  be 
maintained  between  scholastic  work  and 
extra-curricular  activities  such  as  athletics. 
The  dangers  of  over-emphasis  on  either  are 
apparent.  A  school  that  lays  too  much  stress 
on  scholastic  attainment  will  turn  out  either 
grinds  or  frustrated  athletes  who  never  want 
to  set  eyes  on  another  book.  Moreover,  such 
a  school  fails  in  one  of  its  most  important 
duties,  that  of  turning  out  graduates  who 
have  high  ideals  of  sportsmanship  and  who 
know  how  to  live  with  their  fellow  men  in  a 
free  society.  These  qualities  are  much  more 
easily  instilled  on  the  athletic  field  than  in 
the  classroom. 

Conversely,     the     school     that    over-em- 


phasizes the  non-scholastic  part  of  school  life 
runs  the  risk  of  failing  in  another  important 
duty  of  a  school,  that  of  providing  its  stu- 
dents with  an  education  adequate  to  face  the 
complicated   life  of  the  present-day  world. 

That  Governor  Dummer  falls  into  neither 
of  these  two  categories  is  attested  by  the 
record  of  the  school  during  the  year  now 
ending. 

The  high  scholastic  achievement  of  this 
year's  senior  class  is  shown  by  their  remark- 
able record  on  the  College  Board  examina- 
tions and  also  by  the  fact  that  an  80%  aver- 
age was  not  enough  to  assure  a  boy  election 
to  Cum  Laude  this  year;  well  above  the  one- 
fifth  of  the  class  which  may  be  admitted  to 
the  honor  society  has  attained  that  average. 

One  needs  only  to  look  at  the  records  of 
the  soccer  team,  the  football  team,  the  bas- 
ketball team,  and  the  baseball  and  lacrosse 
teams  to  date  to  see  that  we  have  had  an 
outstanding  year  in  athletics  also. 

With  such  a  record  in  the  two  major  as- 
pects of  school  life,  there  can  be  little  criti- 
cism of  the  symmetry  of  the  Governor  Dum- 
mer educational  policy.  R.S.P.
